vary are pressing an investigation, 
however, and are unwilling to ac- 
cept the suicide theory. They con- 
tend that McGilvary was in good 
spirits as was indicated by the tele- 
gram which he sent to his mother 
on Mothers' day. 


The body when discovered was in 


a sitting position, leaning against 
the wall. A revolver was 
found 
eight feet away. The ground bore 
possible indications of a straggle. 


Lieut. McGilvary was local man- 


ager for the Curtiss Airplane Com- 
pany so long as the company had a 
Boston office. He- was a member of 
the Boston Athletic .Association. 


The police say McGilvary was out 


of work, pressed for money and wor- 
ried over his health. His landlady 
said he paid his room rent promptly. 


He had not been in his room since 


Sunday night, she said, although 
Monday ni^ht she thought she heard 
him come in; go to his room and al- 
most immediately go out again. The 
police found in his room a box of 
cartridges such as would fit the 
weapon found by his side. 
A telegram from his father was 


found in the room, dated Madison,

follows: "How are you getting on? 
Have not heard from you in two 
weeks. Did you' receive letter with 
check?— Father." 


While able to maintain an auto- 


mobile, according to fellow lodgers, 
he was occasionally "posted" at the 
athletic club, but squared his ac- 
counts in time to hold his member- 
ship.

Tho La JFollette resolution la ex- 


pected to b« discussed in a few 
days. 


The resolution presented by Sen- 


ator La Follctte-recites reasons why 
the senate should disapprove of the 
action of President Harding in hav- 
ing American representatives sit in 
.allied councils. Among other things 
'the resolution denounces cne treaty 
of Versailles as "a crime born of 
blind rovengo and insatiable greed" 
and a betrayal of the promises of 
this government and accepted by 
the allies as a basis of peace.

the United States, by an overwhelm- 
ing majority in a great and solemn 
referendum, indorsed the action of 
the senate in rejecting the treaty". 
The resolution 
reclarcs that our

played by Mavis Chubb, is the most 
vital figure in the play.

She is 
finely feminine in her filial devo- 
tion, her maternal longings and her 
depth of passion in the love scene. 
In her final emotional climax be- 
fore she stabs her false lover, one 
feels that perhaps here "she fails, to 
work up sufficient genuine feeling 
to prompt such a deed, but any lack 
is forgotten in the splendid manner 
of her going forth to her death.

High Wages Lure Men to Cities 


By PETER F. SCHULTE 


(From La Follefte's Magazine) 


I 


THINK too many young people drift to "the 
cities and often to their sorrow and loss. 
Young folks are attracted to the cities on 


account of the -wages or money they expect to 
make and because of the-shows, sports, dances 
and entertainments' in the cities. Dreariness of 
farm life gives to many the "wanderlust." It 
is sometimes supposed that tho dislike of farm 
work and the expectation of an easier job in 
the city is what causes many boys to leave the 
farm. 
This, I believe, .is rarely the case. It is 


true perhaps sometimes of boys not physically 
strong. 


Many young boys »re doubtless attracted to 


tho city by misleading advertisements. 
Pick 


•up any magazine for youths such as "Popular 
Mechanics,'.' "Popular Electricity," and even 
some farm papers and note the multitude of 
advertisements of trade schools and money 
making schemes. 
The following are excerpts 


from advertisements in "Science and Inven- 
tion >" 
"Electrical experts; earn ?12 to $30 a 


days." "Learn electricity in three and one-half 
months; earn $65 to $175 a week." 
"Make 


.$500 to $1,000 a month." "Learn mechanical 
drawing; Sala'ries $35 to $100 per week." "In 
a few weeks you can learn to earn from $150 
to $400 a month in the Auto and Tractor busi- 
ness," et cetera. . Judging by the number of 
these advertisers and by the full page adver- 
tisements they run in various papers, they must 
be drawing young people by the thousands, anJ 
daubtless a large proportion are from the 
farms. The unsophisticated youths of the land 
should be -warned of these misleading adver- 
tisements. Farm pspers often carry such mis- 
leading advertisements themselves. 


Much discussion has besn going on in the 


papers, lamenting the migration to the cities, 
but fundamental causes are left untouched. 
Why this waste of print and paper? 


As for providing entertainments in the vil- 


lages and towns much could be done. Chau- 
tauquas and lecture courses could be given, 
which1 would be more edifying than the vaude- 
ville shows in the big cities. Every country 
town should have Its social club for young peo- 
ple, and farm paper* could, give directions on 
how to organize such a club and give sugges- 
tions for entertainments. Let the young people 
become attached to such, a club and they cannot 
be induced to feave. 
The entertainments »nd 


dances of these social clubs could be quite 
sociable; whereas the public dances given in 
the small towns, where every Tom, Dick and 
Harry is allowed to enter, are usually marked 
by snobbishness and lack of diversity and so- 
ciability. 


The old folks are often, to blame; they often 


do not consider the desire of • the young for 
social entertainments. They are often too re* 
ligious. Sometimes they fail to give the youths 
any spending money. Giving much money to 
the boys will, of course, lead them to spend-it 
recklessly, but to think .that they will learn- 
economy by not giving them any spending 
money at all is a mistaken idea. The old folks 
should consider that things have changed much 
since they were young.

Our school system also is responsible for ths

18, they'refused to kill the Benfey 
bill prohibiting members of the leg- 
islature from receiving party contri- 
butions. It has been the custom oi 
the socialists especially, to give some 
financial aid • to their members -to- 
wards defaying 'their living expanses 
which the J500 does not fully cover. 


By vote of 17 to 13 the senate 


killed a
